in hil-or-miss 
fashion, 
they 


go into operation, and are entorced 
without any competent tribunal be- 
ing called topass upon their validity, 
untilsome person 
actually involved 


in litigationappeals to the supreme 
court. 
Under this mischievous 
sys- 


tem, 
several 
months 
must elapse 


before itcan be ascertained whether 
the laws as enforced 
are valid or 


otherwise. 
Inthis interval the peo- 
ple are 
on the anxious 
seat, 
• not 


knowing where they are at, and too 
often eventually 
find 
that 
much 


harm has been done, 
and 
time and 


money expended for naught, because 
the highest court of the' states rules 
that tlie newly made law is no law 
at all. Our legal system 
has 
been 


thrown into confusion 
by the late 


decision of the highest 
court. - All 


of which would have been avoidedif 
there 
existed 
any provision that 


before becoming operative every law 
must be passed 
on by the highest 


tribunal. It devolves upon the law- 
makers 
to devise 
some 
remedy 
of 


this nature, so that certainty of the 
legality 
of any legislative 
enact- 


ment may take the place of the 
un- 


certainty under the present system. 
The 
statesman 
who accomplishes

drawback 


to .mining. 
Inconvenience 
is met 


with from difficulty in supplying 
fresh air to the'underground 
work- 


ings, but this can be overcome, 
and 


is distinct from the natural increase 
of temperature due to internal heat. 
There seems 
to be no reasons — 


as 


far as geological conditions are 
con- 


cerned —why mining should not be 
prosecuted 
to as great depths along 


the mother lode as in the Lake Su- 
perior copper mines. 


The deepest shaft in the world is 


said to be that of the Calumet 
aud 


Hecla 
copper 
mine, in Michigan. 


Itis a six compartment 
shaft, 
and 


reaches into the earth 6200 feet ver- 
tically. Such a dip into the bowels 
of the earth iv pursuit of hidden 
treasures 
was deemed utterly im- 


practicable only a few years 
ajjo. 


It is well settled 
that 
there is a 


gradual increase 
of temperature 
as 


depth is attained. 
It is also 
well 


established 
that 
the ratio varies 


greatly according 
to locality. 
Iv 


some places the heat increases 
verj- 


rapidly, and the point of human 
en- 


durance 
is soon 
reached, 
owing 


primarily to the peculiar 
geological 


conditions present. 
This is the case 


with the Comstock 
lode. 
Even at 


the depth of 1500 feet the rocks were 
found as insufferable to the naked 
touch as a piece of polished steel 
when exposed 
to the 
sun in the 


hi^ht of sum.uer. 
Workmen at 2000 


feet or more beneath 
the 
surface 


sweltered 
in a temperature 
of 120 


degrees aud upwards. 
Itis report- 


ed on unquestioned 
authority that 


eight 
months after the great 
fire 


which destz-oyed 
the Belcher 
shaft, 


the rock at the bottom was found to 
be so hot as to set fire to the timbers 
which were placed in contact 
there- 


with. 
To obviate the / dauger 
from 


this source, a stream of cold water 
was played 
upon the still glowing 


mass, only1700 feet fromthe surface. 
From this stillhighly heated 
condi- 


tion of the Comstock 
fissure, it is 


argued that the lode is of compara- 
tivelyrecent formation. 
Sufficient 


time has not elapsed since, nature's 
laboratory ceased 
to work in the up- 


building of this goldand silver bear- 
ing vein to enable 
the cooling pro- 


cess of the adjacent 
rocks 
to reach 


itsultimate limit. On the Comstock 
lode, therefore, the increase of heat 
is from three 
to four degrees 
for 


every 100 feet of descent. 
This, 
we 


believe, is the maximum ratio met 
with inmining experience. 
The at- 


tainment of a depth of 6000 feet is 
impossible under 
such conditions. 


The average rate of temperature 
in- 


crease 
is given at one degree 
for 


every 60 feet. 
At-this rate, assum- 


ing the temperature at the 
surface 


to be 30 degrees, 
in the mines 
of 


Lake Superior 
the 
miners 
would 


have to operate ina temperature 
of 


130 degrees at the depth of 6000 feet. 
That 
would be borderidg 
on the 


quitting point. No doubt the heat 
encountered 
is considerably 
below 


that point.

although there was no money in the 
treasury to pay, at least two warrants

port is that money has been borrowed 
to the amount of $2000.

Mono county has the highest 
($3.25) 


and Yolo the lowest ($1.35) tax rate 
in the state. 
There are twenty four 


counties witha higher tax rate than 
Amador. 
On itsface, this isa better 


showing than this county has made 
for years. 
In times past 
Amador 


has stood wellup toward the front 
in the matter of a high tax rate. 
But the improvement by comparison 
is more apparent 
thau real. It is 


due not toany real reduction in the 
levy in this county, because in fact 
the rate is the same 
as last year, 


but itis owing to a change in the 
legal status 
which has 
compelled 


many counties 
to raise their 
tax 


rale. 
We refer to the decision 
of 


the supreme court denying the right 
of the county authorities 
to collect 


alicense tax within the limits of in- 
corporated 
towns. 
This decision 


does not affect the tax levyin Ama- 
dor, because 
we have 
no incorpo- 


rated towns. 
But in counties 
con- 


taining several incorporated 
towns, 


the reduction of revenue by the loss 
oflicenses 
is considerable, and the 


supervisors 
in these 
counties 
have 


been compelled to increase the prop- 
erty tax to such aa extent as 
will 


compensate 
for this loss. 
Out of 


the twenty four counties outranking 
Amador in the tax rate, fifteen have 
one or more 
incorporated 
towns. 


So that this leaves nine counties 
in 


the same class as Amador —that is, 
without 
incorporated 
towns —that 


have 
a higher 
tax rate. 
These 


counties are Alpine, Inyo, Madera, 
Modoc, Mariposa, Plumas, 
Sierra, 


Trinity. Of these counties there is 
only 
one— 


Madera —whose 
assess- 


ment rollexceeds that of Amador. 
About 
the 
time that the above 


puffatory notice 
was being penned 


in the office of our cotemporary, 
quite a different scene was being en- 
acted iv the Ledger office. 
One of 


the 
"new gang"—who had

county's expense —was giving us a 
chapter of his experience during his 
incarceration.

foregoing relating to the capture 
of 


Frank Trabucco last week, is copied 
from that "servile" sheet, the Ama- 
dor Dispatch. 
Our cotemporary 
is 


engaged 
in the uphill business 
of 


trying to boost the sheriff intopopu- 
larity, and thereby 
pave his path- 


way for reelection next year. 
The 


radical partyism 
underlying 
this 


nauseating reiteration and magnify- 
ingof every little act of the sheriff 
is too self-evident 
to demand com- 


ment.

Itis not a new experience in this coun- 
ty that a chicken ranch should be raid- 
ed by wildanimals, 
and the coyote— 


admittedly 
the 
most 
destructive 
in 


this business —is by no means the only 
species 
of the brute creation 
to be 


feared by the farmer. 
So that a boun- 


ty law, to be worth anything at all 
from a protective point of viow, would 
have toinclude something 
more than 


the ravenous coyote. 
This county has 


had some 
experience 
with a liberal 


bounty law, and practical workings of 
the same were not of such a character 
to justify any further experiment in 
that direction. 
The law was'repealed, 


not because the outlawed animals were
